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WASHINGTON (AP) - H.R. Haldeman 
and John N. Mitchell, the biggest fish in the 
Watergate prosecutor’s net, were ordered 
today to report to prison no later than noon 
June 22 to begin serving their sentences for 
their Watergate crimes. 
The ceremony that effectively ended their 
years-long fight to stay out of prison took 
only four minutes. Both mjn have been 
sentenced to serve 2^-to 8-year prison 
sentences, imposed on Feb. 21, 1975, for 
their roles in America’s biggest political 
scandal, the Watergate cover-up. 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica had 
indicated last week that he would give the 
two former Nixon administration officials 
until June 22 to get their affairs in order. 
Haldeman had asked through his lawyer to 
remain free to attend his daughter’s 
graduation ceremony from law school and 
Mitchell asked to help his lawyers prepare a 
last-ditch, 
slim-chance 
appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 
They have a choice of turning themselves 
in to a U.S. marshal at 10 a.m. or to 
voluntarily appear at the prison gates by 
noon. 
Sirica only placed the men into the 


custody of the attorney general and it is up 
to the Justice Department to designate the 
prison. Haldeman’s lawyer, John J. Wilson, 
said he had arranged for his client to go to 
the minimum security facility at Lompoc, 
Calif. Plato Cacheris, Mitchell’s lawyer, 
said arrangements were not complete but 
that the former attorney general probably 
will be sent to Allenwood, Pa. 
Even after they are in prison, their 
lawyers still have 120 days from the time 
that the Supreme Court denied review of the 
case to file for a reduction of sentence. 
Wilson said that certainly will be done. 
The courtroom scene was strictly a for­ 
mality. Before Judge Sirica entered the 
room, Mitchell and Haldeman chatted. 
Haldeman looked tanned and fit with his 
hair in the same mod styling that he 
adopted after his brush-cut days at the 
White House. 
Mitchell appeared slimmer than he did 
during 
the 
Watergate 
cover-up 
trial 
although his face was devoid of color. 
Their lawyers had made their pleas for a 
few weeks additional time during an in­ 
formal hearing last week and there was no 
further pleading today. Cacheris asked that

pending the disposition of a motion for 
reconsideration in the Supreme Court’’ and 
said that “he feels that he is in a unique 
position by reason of the premature 
disclosure” that the court would refuse to 
hear the case. 
The leak from the court, almost an un­ 
precedented event, will form the basis of the 
plea for reconsideration both men will file 
by the deadline June 17. 
The formalities were completed with each 
man’s signing of the judge’s committal 
order after Sirica had told them that the 
choice of whether to turn themselves into a 
U.S. marshal in Washington or at the prison 
gates was theirs.

WASHINGTON (AP) — States cannot 
make the death penalty mandatory for 
persons convicted of killing police officers, 
a sharply divided Supreme Court ruled 
today. 


The court, voting 5-4, struck down a 
Louisiana law requiring persons convicted 
of killing police officers to be executed. 
“There is a special interest in affording 
protection to these public servants who 
'‘‘regularly must risk their lives in order to 
guard the safety of other persons and 
property,” the court’s majority opinion 
said. “But it is incorrect to suppose that no 
mitigating circumstances can exist when 
the victim is a police officer. ” 


The court noted that it was not ruling 
today on the question of whether such 


mandatory death sentence» may be valid 
for prisoners serving life sentences who 
murder prison guards. Presumably, the 
court will decide that question sometime in 
the future.

WILL MELTING POT 
BOIL OVER? 
Back around the turn of the century, during the high 
tide of immigration, Teddy Roosevelt saw a dang«* of the 
United States turning into a “polyglot boarding house.” 
It didn’t h a p p e n , chiefly because in those survival- of- 
the- fittest days, it was sink or swim for immigrants. 
Either they learned English or they had little chance of 
entering the mainstream of American society. 
Today , however, the ruling philosophy seems to be 
that every private problem must have a public remedy. 
Recent government legislation and court rulings — 
combined with the phenomenon of a continued high 
immigration rate, especially of the illegal kind — are 
making it increasingly likely that the United States will 
become a bilingual, if not a multilingual, society, say 
some observers. 
In 1974, for example, the U.S. Supreme court ruled that 
San Francisco schools must provide special language 
classes for non- English- -speaking students. This ruling, 
says James Farrell in a book called “Give Us Your Poor 
(The Immigration Bomb),” opened the door for 
multilingual educational programs throughout the nation 
— “programs which will ultimately cost the taxpayers 
hundreds of millions of dollars annually” at a time when 
many schools are being forced to cut back or eliminate 
programs in art, music, drama and sports due to a lack 
of funds. 
In 1975, Congress passed a bill requiring that voter 
infomration, registration forms and ballots be rpinted 
both in English and in thelanguage of every group con­ 
sisting more than five per cent of the peoplation of a 
particular area. 
As a result, San Francisco must now print bollats in 
English, Spanish and Chinese. A fourth language, 
Tagalog (Filipino) may have to be added after the next 
census. 
In 1976, in what Farrell sees as another step in the “de- 
Ameficanizing” of the United States, the U.S. Justice 
Department ruled that 513 political jurisdictions in some 
30 states must hold elections in more than one language 
to comply with 1975 amendments to the Voting Rights 
Act. 
It is the increasing impact of illegal immigration, 
however, that gives the greatest cause for concern. 
“The problem is serious,” warns Leonard D. Chap­ 
man, former commissioner of the Immigration and 
Naturalizastion Service . “But we are seeing only the 
beginning of a floodf, a human tide that is going to engulf 
our contry unless something is done to stop, or at least 
slow it.” 
Writing in “The Futurist,” John D. Huss and Melanie 
J. Wirken contend that official projections of the U.S. 
population, based on the current birthrate of U.S. women 
and the total number of legal immigrants, are probably 
“much too low.” 
More realistic projections, they say, would take into 
account the 8000,000 illegal immigrants, mostly Spanish­ 
speaking, believed to enter the country each year. 
Assuming nothing is done to curb illegal immigration, 
the U.S. might have mearly 100 million more people int 
he year 2025 than would be expcted on the basis of the 
current natural increase (2.1 million births per year) 
plus legal immigration (400,000 per year). 
In the same issue of the magazine, Richard Downes 
paints two “scenarios” of the possible consequences of 
illegal 
immigration, 
one 
optimistic, 
the 
other 
pessimistic. In the first, the United States gradually and 
peacefully accomplishes the transition to a Spanish­ 
speaking society. In the second, mounting social strife 
eventually leads to a break- up of the U.S. A. 
Forecasting the future on the basis of presently per­ 
ceived trends is always a highly chancy business, of 
course, especially when human beings are involved. But 
enough evidence is accumulating to lend more than a 
little urgency to warnings that unless great wisdom and 
foresight are brought to bear on the problems of illegal 
immigrationa nd linguistic “rights,” the so- called 
melting pot cou7ld one day come to a real boil.

Agricultural Giants Drive 
Small Farmers off the Land

WASHINGTON - Bovina is a 
sleepy Texas town that rises 
out of the grain fields and 
quickly slumps back into them. 
The wheat is waist-high, the 
com knee-high, this time of 
year. The fields stretch from 
horizon to horizon in endless 
green waves, with an occa­ 
sional island of locust and elm 
trees. 
Vernon Estes has farmed 
this land for over 30 years. He 
lives with his wife, Ellen, in a 
modest brick house in Bovina. 
It’s an adequate home, hell tell 
you, to shelter them from the 
fierce winter winds that howl 
on cold nights. They enjoy the 
simple life in the West Texas 
Panhandle, although Vernon 
swears he’ll leave on the day 
the first traffic light is installed 
in Bovina. 
Sometimes in the late eve­ 
nings, when the call of the 
crickets rises and falls, the old- 
timers will join Estes to com­ 
plain about the lot of the small 
farmers. They are the tradi­ 
tional guardians of American 
values. Yet they are being 
driven off their land by their 
inability to compete against the 
agricultural giants. 
Depression-born laws to pro­ 
tect the small farmers are 
hopelessly outdated and now 
serve to subsidize the giant lan­ 
downers as they gobble up 
ever-greater bites of the 
countryside. 
The harvest in the fall should 
be bounteous, the Panhandle 
4 


farmers agree, if their fields 
aren’t hit by late-summer 
hailstorms. The surplus will be 
shipped overseas; agricultural 
sales brought back $12 billion 
to the United States last year, 
wiping out a $9 billion trade 
deficit in other products. 
But there is no rejoicing in 
Bovina. Vernon Estes and his 
neighbors have watched des­ 
perately as the price of wheat 
has plummeted from $4.41 to $2 
a bushel in less than four years. 
At the same time, the price of 
the flour they buy at the local 
market has soared from 69 
cents to $1.09 for a five-pound 
sack. 
The hardy folk who farm the 
Panhandle are dedicated to 
the soil. They labor from dawn 
to dusk for meager returns. 
Estes averages a scant $2.89 an 
hour for his working time, slim 
pickings from a half-million- 
dollar investment in 880 acres 
of farmland. The farmers’ 
return on the $1.09 sack of flour 
has dwindled to a mere 18 
cents. 
Their costs, meanwhile, have 
skyrocketed. Irrigation water 
is vital to raise wheat in the 
hot, dry climate of the Panhan­ 
dle. Yet the price of natural 
gas for fueling the irrigation 
pumps has tripled while the 
value of the wheat has been 
reduced in half. The cost of 
farm acreage and equipment is 
out of the reach of young 
families who want to stay down 
on the farm. 


Bovina’s harassed banker. 
Jack Kaashin, told us that 
“farm deposits have declined 
as much as 30 per cent” and 
the demand for loans has gone 
up in the past year. This may 
compel the Bovina bank to cut 
off credit to many farmers. 
Vernon and Ellen Estes now 
watch the farm foreclosure 
notices with the same ap­ 
prehension that they read the 
obituary columns. Those who 
are losing their farms are 
proud people who demand lit­ 
tle from life. All they ask in 
return for their hard work is 
just a fair return 
Su ccess Story: As the 
latest evidence that petroleum 
and politics mix, an Oklahoma 
oilman has built an oil and gas 
em pire by exploration, 
manipulation and political in­ 
fluence. 
He is Clyde Evans, whose 
Mangum Oil and Gas Com­ 
pany, according to federal in- 
vestigators, has ridden 
roughshod over the competi­ 
tion and expanded across 
Oklahoma by procuring enor­ 
mous quantities of emergency 
fuel supplies. The only prob­ 
lem: the company had no 
emergency.

Riot area security beefed up 


CHICAGO (AP) — Police enforced beefed-up security for the 
second day in a Puerto Rican neighborhood where weekend riots 
resulted in the shooting deaths of two persons, injuries to at least 
133 per sons and extensive property damage. 
Violence erupted for a second time Sunday night after six hours 
of rioting in the Humboldt Park area Saturday night had left two 
men dead, and 116 persons, including 38 policemen, injured. 
In Sunday’s aftermath, bands made up mostly of Hispanic 
youths threw debris at police and hurled several Molotov 
cocktails at squad cars. The explosives missed die cars and burst 
into flame in the streets. Iliirteen officers and at least four 
civilians were injured. 
There were conflicting versions of the initial shootings that 
touched off Saturday’s riot. Police said they did not intentionally 
flieinto the crowd. But Hispanic leaders said police had 
owrescted.

Rosalynn faces toughest test 


LIMA, Peru (AP) — Rosalynn Carter is moving on from a 
triumphant visit to Peru to the toughest challenge of her Latin 
American tour: Brazil and the dissatisfaction of its military 
regime with some of her husband’s key policies. 
“Rosalynn Conquered Everyone,” said a headline in Lima’s 
tabloid El Correo. 
“She’s won us all by her sympathy, sweetness, simplicity and 
the frank manner with which she treats us,” said Foreign 
Minister Jose de la Puente. 
Reports from Brasilia, the Brazilian capital, said that despite 
some initial chill, Mrs. Carter’s visit there was now viewed as a 
stepping stone to more amicable relations between the United 
States and its most powerful southern neighbor. 
However, Mrs. Carter was certain to hear some frank talk 
about two issues in particular: her husband’s opposition to 
Brazil’s purchase of a nuclear reprocessing * l„..t from West 
Germany and the Carter administration’s criticisms of the 
Brazilian regime's human rights policies.

GARLINVILLE, 111. (AP) — Judge John Russell of Circuit 
Court in Macoupin County today turned back efforts by attorneys 
for a hazardous waste landfill to reject moves by Wilsonville 
residents to close the facility. 
The judge also said lawyers for the Illinois attorney general’s 
office can participate in the trial. 
"The court knows of no principle of law ... which holds that in 
the event the state’s attorney is involved in a case that since he 
represents all citizens of the county, no other citizen or citizens’ 
group may participate in the same case,” said Russell in 
allowing other parties to appear as plaintiffs. 
Townspeople in Wilsonville became upset several weeks ago 
when they learned that polychlorinated biphenyls (PCB) were 
being buried in a landfill operated by Earthline Corp. Some 
scientists say the common industrial chemical has the potential 
for causing cancer.

(AP) — Efforts by Kansas and Missouri of­ 
ficials to persuade President Carter not to move RichardsGebaur 
Air Force Base from the Kansas City area are “a long-shot 
gamble," U.S. Sen.

“It is unlikely a President would veto a decision of this type 
made by his own secretary of defense and secretary of the Air 
Force,” the Missouri Democrat said at a news onference here. 
He referred to the President as a "court of last resort ’ in the 
matter.

IRS probes slush fund fraud 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Th Internal Revenue Service saysa tax 
probe of U.S. corporations shows the existence of 481 possibly 
illegal corporate slush funds, of which 71 may represent criminal 
fraud. 
Hie IRS said Sunday it uncovered the slush funds in a special 
questionnaire audit of the nation's 1,200 major corporations, 
starting in April 1975. 
A spokesman sa’d 896 corporations returned the questionnaire 
by the end of March, and that 481 responses produced "potential 
slush fund-type issues.” 
Seventy-one cases were turned over to the IRS Intelligence 
Division for investigation of possible criminal fraud, he said, 
adding that more may follow. 
If criminal fraud is eventually proved, those responsible face a 
prison sentence ad heavy fine for back taxes. 
Hie IRS launched its special probe following disclosures that 
some large corporations made bribes, illegal political donations 
and other questionable payments in the United States and 
overseas. 


Wheelchair hijacker captured 


KUWAIT (AP) — Kuwaiti troops dressed as mechanics 
overpowered a Lebanese man in a wheelchair who hijacked a 
Lebanese jetliner with 113 persons aboard and demanded $1.5 
million, airport sources reported. The hijacker was identified as 
28-year-old Nasser Mohammed Ali Abu Khaled. He, 101 other 
passengers and 11 crew members were unharmed. 


Moluccans release 2 women 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (AP) — South Moluccan terrorists 
have released two pregnant women, but Justice Minister 
Andreas van Agt says there is no indication that freedom is near 
for the other 57 hostages held in a train and a schoolhouse in 
northern Holland. As the twin sieges went into their third week, 
Van Agt said a sixhour mediation meeting Saturday between the 
militarts on the train and two leaders of the South Moluccan 
community made little progress, and a second meeting has not 
been fixed. 


Ecevit gains election lead 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — Official returns from Turkey's 
general election gave former Premier Bulent Ecevit’s centerleft 
Republican Peoples party a 500,000-vote lead today over 
Premier Suleyman Demirel’s conservative Justice party.

When the buzzer sounded, 
Walton, who suffered through 
two injury-plagued seasons and 
considerable criticism before 
leading his team to this cham­ 
pionship, ripped the No. 32 jer­ 
sey from his back and hurled it 
into the crowd. 
The Blazers had dropped the 
first two games of the best-of- 
seven 
championship 
series, 
then won four in a row to win 
the title. Sunday’s contest was 
the only game that was close. 
Portland led by as many as 
15 points, but the Sixers repeat­ 
edly challenged the Blazers. 
They nearly caught them at the 
finish. 
Joe Bryant’s two free throws 
with 51 seconds left sliced the 
Portland lead to 108-105. Port­ 
land’s Maurice Lucas sank one 
of two free throws with 27 sec­ 
onds to make it a four-point 
game. 
George 
McGinnis, 
whose 
shooting touch returned for the 
final game, sank a 20-footer to 
slice the lead to 109-107 with 18 
seconds to go. Then McGinnis 
tied up Portland's Bob Gross 
and controlled the subsequent 
jump ball. 


The Sixers got three shots in 
the final eight seconds, but 
none found its target. The first 
was by Julius Erving, who led 
all scorers with 40 points, but 
his 18-footer bounced off the 
rim. Lloyd Free grabbed the 
rebound, 
but his shot was 
blocked by Walton. 


McGinnis grabbed the ball 
and fired from 12 feet, but the 
shot was short. Walton tipped 
the rebound to Portland’s John­ 
ny Davis and the game was 
over. 


The crowd of 12,951 swamped 
the court in what looked like a 
scene from a Cecil B. DeMille 
epic, and the immediate post­ 
game hysteria was tame com­ 
pared with the celebration that 
followed downtown. A parade 
through downtown was planned 
for noon today. 


“The sun was shining in Port­ 
land. I thought that was a good 
omen,” said exhausted Phila­ 
delphia Coach Gene Shue.

•DAWSON, Ga. (AP) — Noth­ 
ing special about Tiny’s gro­ 
cery. Beer, bread and cookies 
on shelves in a dark little 
room, couple of gas pumps out­ 
side. Thousands of buildings 
like 
it 
on America’s 
back 
roads. 
A man was killed during a 
Jobbery there last year, but 
that 
hardly 
made 
Tiny’s 
unique. Little country stores 
are frequent targets these days 
as rural crime increases. 
“Just a regular case,’’ says 
Dist. Atty. John Irwin. 
But Millard Farmer, a law­ 
yer for the Southern Poverty 
Law Center, contends angrily 
that the case is “regular” only 
in symbolizing what he feels is 
continuing injustice to blacks in 
the .South. 


Within a week of last year’s 
shooting, five young men — all 
of them black — were charged 
with killing a 62-year-old white 
man who’d stopped in for ciga­ 
rettes and a chat with Linward 
‘ Tiny-' Denton. Authorities say 
thai Denton identified one of 
the young men and that three 
of them soon admitted their 
parts in the slaying and rob­ 
bery. 


— “They just want to kill five 
kids who didn’t have a thing to 
do with it." says Farmer, who 
like Dist. Atty. Irwin is white. 
Farm er contends the con­ 
fessions were coerced and that 
the five defendants — all teen­ 
agers when Gordon “Bubba” 
Howell was shot in January 


1973 — face the threat of the 
electric chair for no offense but 
being black in Terrell County 
where authority is pure white. 
Publicity broadsides from the 
law center — and perhaps 
Dawson’s 21-mite proximity to 
President Jimmy Carter’s 
home town of Plains — have 
brought national interest in the 
defendants. They have been 
dubbed, as is common lately in 
cases involving multiple de­ 
fendants, the “Dawson Five.” 
The first of the five may go 
to trial later this month. 
A law center fund-raising let­ 
ter signed by Georgia state 
Sen. Julian Bond says defend­ 
ant Roosevelt Watson’s con­ 
fession — which he now recants 
— was forced by threats of 
electrocution and castration. 
Farmer, who will argue the 
defendants’ cases, says Watson 
and the other defendants — 
Watson’s brother Henderson, J. 
D. 
Davenport and 
brothers 
Johnny B. and Junior Jackson 
— were hauling water for the 
Watsons’ mother several miles 
away when the shooting oc­ 
curred. 
Denton has identified Roose­ 
velt Watson, a regular custom­ 
er, as the man who fired the 
fatal shot. But his identification 
didn't come until at least a day 
after the shooting. 
The question of who con­ 
fessed to what is clouded, but 
all defendants now claim in­ 
nocence. 
Irwin, who will prosecute the 
cases, says that race has noth­ 


ing to do with them and that 
accusations 
of 
forced 
con­ 
fessions are false, calculated to 
win money and attention. 
“I think something like that 
could have happened in some 
counties before integration, but 
to talk about threats of castra­ 
tion here in 1977 ... I think is 
kind of ridiculous.” 
Bond and Farmer “are just 
trying to raise money or get 
publicity, trying to incite people 
to think we’re living in the dark 
ages here,” Irwin said in an in­ 
terview at the county court­ 
house. 


Downstairs, 
Sheriff

Dean, angry over some news 
accounts of his department’s 
handling of the incident, re­ 
fuses to talk about the case, 
muttering that “no matter what 
you say, they just print what 
they want.” H has denied that 
his men forced any confessions 
in the case. 


Five miles east of town a 
glum Tiny Denton, in a storm 
of profanity, orders a reporter 
to leave his store. 
“Reporters don’t understand 
anything," he says, and he re­ 
fuses to talk about the case or 
the weather or anything else. 
At the trial, Farmer and oth­ 
er defense lawyers likely will 
make much of the fact that 
Denton did not identify Roose­ 
velt Watson when authorities 
asked for a description imme­ 
diately after the shooting. 
At a preliminary hearing last 
year, Denton testified, “Well, I 


recognized him then, t4ut it 
passed my mind. I was scared 
and it was probably the next 
day before my, before I started 
getting things clear.”

While he was lookiig for a 
sack under the counter, the 
tallest of the four, all now 
wearing ski masks, apparently 
shot Howell in the head, testi­ 
fied Denton, who didn’t see the 
shot fired. Then they robbed 
the store, taking Denton’s two 
pistols, and fled. 
Denton gave authorities gen­ 
eral descriptions of the four 
robbers, indicating he never 
saw the faces of three of them. 
Later he identified Roosevelt 
Watson, and authorities say the 
confessions led to indictment of 
the other four. 


Farmer also says he wants to 
ask investigators if they would 
have run tests on the grocer or 
questioned him differently if he 
had been black. He says race 
still plays a significant role in 
many Southern investigations. 
The county's jury list has 
been redrawn to include about 
50 per cent blacks, but Farmer 
has filed a motion to have it 
redrawn again. 
“This county has 69.7 per 
cent blacks, and there ain’t a 
thing in the world wrong with 
having 69.7 per cent blacks on 
that jury,” he says.

The state auditor’s report 
sampled bank examination 
fees from 79 banks throughout 
Missouri over a five-year 
period. 
Antonio said he does not 
want to release names of those 
banks sampled because “we 
don’t 
think 
a 
bank 
had 
anything to do with the 
method of assessment. 
“This is not a case where we 
are saying an outside com­ 
pany has stolen from the 
state,” Antonio said. “The 
total amount (of fees) is what 
should be received. ” 
Antonio said, 
however, 
some banks were hurt and 
some 
benefited 
from

finance division’s method of 


assessment. 
The state auditor’s report 
says the finance division 
should charge each bank “on 
the proportion of its assets to 
the total assets of all state- 
chartered banks and trust 
companies.”

finance commissioner, said 
the division has done that. 
“He (State Auditor Tom 
Keyes) says fees must be 
assessed on the total assets of 
all banks in Missouri. We 
agree.

Previously a man had to prove 
he was dependent on his wife to 
get benefits on her record if she 
retired, became disabled, or 
died after working long enough

security. A woman did not have 
to prove she was dependent on 
her husband to get benefits on 
his record. 
Starting with payments for 
March 19977, neither men nor 
women have to prove depen­ 
dency. Husbands and wives can 
get reduced Social Security 
payments starting at 62 or full 
payments starting at 65. 
Widowers and widows can get 
payments 
starting at 60-or 
starting at 50 if they’re disabled. 
Men who think they may be 
eligible under the court ruling 
can get information about ap­ 
plying for benefits by calling or 
writing any Social Security 
office, according to Holly Smith, 
social security branch manager 
in Sikeston. 
“Social 
security payments 
may be affected by earnings,” 
Mrs. Smith noted. “You can 
earn as much as $3,000 in 1977 
and still get your full social 
security payment. But over

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. Geological Survey says the 
drought is moving east. 
The USGS reported Thursday 
that water flew in rivers and 
streams was below normal last 
month in 60 per cent of the 
country. 
Streamflow was deficient in 
90 of 159 reporting stations 
across the country, and only 
eight had above-normal water 
levels, officials said. 
The combined flow of water 
in the nation’s five biggest riv­ 
ers — Mississippi, St. Law­ 
rence, Ohio, Missouri and Co­ 
lumbia — dropped 25 percent 
from April and all but the St. 
Lawrence at Massena, N.Y., 
were at least 40 per cent below 
normal in May. 
Three other major rivers, the 
Susquehanna, James and Poto­ 
mac, marked the decline in wa­ 
ter flow in the East, which had 
not been as hard hit by the 
drought as the West. All three 
discharge into Chesapeake Bay, 
where the flow of freshwater 
was 46 per cent below normal, 
survey offials said.

in Maryland and Delaware.

(AP) — Revision of the state 
income tax forms adopted by 
the state House Wednesday and 
sent to Gov. Joseph P. Tea- 
sdale could relieve Missouri 
taxpayers who are now being 
double-taxed as much as $9 
million a year. 
Half of the taxpayers who are 
affected by the double taxation, 
however, are breaking the law 
to avoid it now, according to 
Rep. Fred Dyer, R-St. Charles, 
who handled the bill in the 
House. House members agreed 
with Dyer after little debate 
and endorsed the measure on a 
unanimous vote. 
Dyer says the problem arises 
because state income tax calcu­ 
lations are based on the federal 
income taxes. If a taxpayer re­ 
ceived a tax refund from the 
state, he must, under current 
law, declare that amount as in­ 
come on his next year's federal 
income tax form. 
But by adding that refund to 
income for federal purposes, 
the taxpayer is automatically 
adding it to his income for 
state tax purposes, even though 
he already paid taxes on that 
money the year before. 
In other House action, repre­ 
sentatives began considering a 
proposal to allow parents who 
pay tuition for their children to 
attend private elementary and 
secondary schools a tax break. 
Under that bill, parents could 
deduct tuition costs of up to 
$500 a child on their state in­ 
come taxes. 
The Senate, meanwhile, ap­ 
proved a bill extending a trans­ 
portation sales tax for the Kan­ 
sas City and St. Louis metro­ 
politan areas. The measure 
now goes to the governor. 
Establishment of an energy 
research agency was narrowly 
defeated in the Senate, even 
though it is a priority of Tea- 
sdale’s administration. The pro­ 
posed panel would study energy 
development in the state. 
Debate on the tax break for 
parents paying tuition to pri­ 
vate schools for their children 
began, but final House action 
was delayed. 
Representatives were consid­ 
ering a proposal offered by 
Rep. Fred Lynn, D-Springfield, 
which calls for Missourians to 
vote on the issue of tax breaks 
for private school tuition in a 
referendum vote. 
“A decision of the magnitude 
of this proposal should be sub­ 
mitted to the people,” Lynn 
said. He added allowing the tax 
breaks would encourage estab­ 
lishment of private schools and 
“could create some real prob­ 
lems for the educational system 
in Missouri in future years.” 
St. Louis Democrat Edward 
Sweeney, who handled the bill 
in the House, said the measure 
“recognizes the sacrifices of 
parents who are taking part of 
the burden that would other­ 
wise fall on the state.” 
The transportation sales tax 
for St. Louis and Kansas City 
which cleared the Senate would 
be extended through 1979. The 
tax is to support the Bi-State 
Transit Authority in St. Louis 
and the Area Transit Authority 


in Kansas City. The present 
sales tax is due to expire at the 
end of this year. 
A proposal to establish a 
state Energy Resources Author­ 
ity within the Department of 
Natural Resources fell one vote 
short of the 18 votes necessary 
for approval. The House had al­ 
ready approved the measure. 
The agency would coordinate 
and plan state-funded energy 
research, develop demonstra­ 
tion projects and conduct stud­ 
ies in the energy field. 
Sen. Richard Webster, R-Car- 
thage, offered a change to the 
bill limiting the agency to a 
two-year existence rather than 
five as originally proposed. 
That change was approved. 
Sen. Emory Melton, R-Cas- 
sville, sought to limit the num­ 
ber of persons the agency could 
employ by proposing the DNR 
use only current employes. 
That amendment was adopted. 
However, with four members 
absent, the Senate rejected the 
proposal, 12-17. 
But the Senate did approve 
establishing an interim com­ 
mittee to study the energy 
problem. 
Senators 
defeated, 
however, a proposal to hire an 
executive director and staff for 
the panel. The measure still 
needs approval in the House. 
In other Senate action, final 
approval was given a bill which 
makes it illegal to make copies 
of tapes, phonograph records or 
films without the consent of the 
owner. Selling such copies with­ 
out the owner’s consent would 
also be illegal under the bill, 
which now goes to the gover­ 
nor.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Revi­ 
sions of the nation’s housing, 
community development and 
clean air programs, and easing 
of restrictions on political activ­ 
ity by federal employes top this 
week’s agenda in Congress. 
The Senate, returning from a 
.week-long Memorial Day re­ 
cess, takes up a 4.8 billion 
housing and community devel­ 
opment authorization 
bill 
today. 
The measure would extend to 
Sept. 30, 1980, the government’s 
program of block grants to 
states and localities for com-» 
munity development, with a 
first-year authorization of $4 
billion 
in 
spending. 
It alsof 
would revise the formula for 
distribution of the money to 
give higher priority to cities 
with a high percentage of older 
housing. 


The bill also provides for a 
one-year extension of basic fed­ 
eral 
housing 
programs, 
in­ 
cluding a $1.24 billion author­ 
ization for housing assistance to 
lower income families through 
rent supplements and through 
public housing. The additional 
spending would fund an esti­ 


mated 400,000 new federally as­ 
sisted housing units. 
In recognition of inflation in 
the cost of homes, mortgage 
limits for Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration 
loan 
insurance 
would increase from $45,000 to 
$60,000, and down payment re­ 
quirements for homes costing 
more than $25,000 would be re­ 
duced from 10 per cent to 5 per 
cent. 
Limits on mortgage loans by 
federal savings and loan associ­ 
ations for one-family homes 
would be increased from $55,000 
to $60,000. 
The Senate later this week is 
expected to take up legislation 
revising clean air rules, in­ 
cluding a one-year delay in a 
scheduled tightening of auto ex­ 
haust standards. 
The exhaust deadline already 
has been deferred three times. 
Included in the 1970 clean air 
act for achieving a 90 per cent 
reduction in tailpipe pollutants, 
it now is set for 1978 model 
cars. Last month, the House 
adopted an amendment, backed 
by the auto industry, providing 
for a two-year further delay 
and then imposing less strin­ 
gent standards. 


The clean air bill also covers 
other air pollution sources, gen­ 
erally giving industrial areas 
more time to meet standards, 
while offering added protection 
for areas that now have clean 
air. 


A bill revising the 1939 Hatch 
Act, which for 39 years has 
barred partisan political activi­ 
ty by federal employes, comes 
up in the House on Tuesday. 
The bill, similar to one ve­ 
toed in 1976 by then-President 
Gerald Ford, is supported by 
the Carter administration. 


It would permit federal em­ 
ployes to take leave of absence 
without pay to run for elective 
office. It would continue prohib­ 
itions against solicitation of po­ 
litical contributions or votes on 
federal property, or using offi­ 
cial authority or influence for 
political purposes. 
On Wednesday, the House be­ 
gins 10 days of work without in­ 
terruption on major appropria­ 
tions bills for federal depart­ 
ments and agencies for fiscal 
1978, beginning with budgets of

Treasury 
Department, 
Transportation Department and 
the Postal Service.

House okays tax

(AP) — It would be up to vot­ 
ers across the state to decide 
whether parents of children in 
private schools will get a tax 
break for the tuition they pay, 
under a bill that has cleared 
the Missouri House. 
The Senate, meanwhile, ap­

while adding on almost a dozen 
amendments to the House ver­ 
sion. The measure must now 
return to the House for approv­ 
al. 
Under the bill, a Waste Man­ 
agement Commission would be 
created to adopt rules and 
regulations for storage and dis­ 
posal of hazardous waste mate­ 
rials. The commission would 
determine which wastes are 
hazardous and would have the 
authority to license persons 
transporting the wastes. 
Among the amendments ap­ 
proved by the Senate was one 
offered by Ralph Uthlaut, R- 
New Florence, prohibiting any 
dumping ground for the hazard­ 
ous wastes to be located within 
one-quarter mile of a residence. 
Sen. John Schneider, D-St. 
Louis, offered an amendment 
that the commission will be ap­ 
pointed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the 
Senate instead of by the De­ 
partment of Natural Resources. 
That motion was approved. 
Sen. 
Paul 
Bradshaw, 
R- 
Springfield, successfully tacked 
on a sunset provision to the 
measure. The legislature will 
be able to review the commis­ 
sion’s rules Sept. 30, 1981. The 
commission will 
take office 
Jan. 1, 1980. 
Schneider also proposed that 
violation of the act should car­ 
ry a fine of not more than $10,- 
000 for each day of violation 
and up to a year in jail. That 
penalty provision was also ap­ 
proved. 
Speaking on the tax deduction 
passed by the House, Rep. C. 
F. Cline, D-Sikeston, said, “ We 
have always kept a very strict 
line of division between church 
and state. We ought to give ev­ 
ery citizen the right to express 
their opinion on this radical de­ 
parture from our normal proce­ 
dures. 
The House approved the Sen­ 
ate-passed tax break but not 
before tacking on a require­ 
ment that the proposal must be 
approved by the voters before 
it is permitted. The bill must 
now go back to the Senate for 
consideration. 


St. Louis Democrat Ed Swee­ 
ney, who handled the tax break 
bill, called the referendum pro­ 
posal a way of letting House 
members "cop out and not 
have to vote ‘yes’ or ‘no’ on a 
difficult and controversial ques­ 
tion." But the full House en­ 
dorsed the plan, 83-77, and ap­ 
proved the bill 91-70. 
Under the proposal, parents 
sending their children to paro­ 
chial or nonreligious private 
schools will be permitted to de­

their state income taxes.

would be $30 for any family at 
an estimated cost to the state 
of $750,000 a year. 
Rep. Fred Lynn, D-Spring- 
filed, who proposed the referen­ 
dum provision, cited the lop­ 
sided 140,000-vote defeat last 
summer of a proposed con­ 
stitutional amendment to per­ 
mit direct state aid to private 
schools for textbooks, trans­ 
portation 
and 
handicapped 
services. 
He said he considered the tr.v 
break proposal a similar kind 
of attempt to provide state aid 
to private schools. He said the 
public should decide the issue 
since he considered it “ a bad 
precedent for our public school 
system .”

KANSAS CITY (AP) - A 
federal court judge criticized 
the Missouri Legislature Friday 
for its failure to take positive 
action and authorize construc­ 
tion of a medium-security pris­ 
on in the Kansas City area. 
Judge John W. Oliver’s criti­ 
cism was contained in a 74- 
page opinion in which he said 
the Platte County Jail must be 
closed unless certain require­ 
ments are met. He issued that 
ruling on a suit filed in July 
1974 by Frederick C. Ahrens, 
who was a pretrial detainee in 
the county jail for more than a 
year. 
In reference to delays in the 
state prison situation, Judge 
Oliver wrote: 
"In spite of the obvious fact 
that Missouri’s antiquated sys­ 
tem of incarcerating persons 
charged and convicted of viola­ 
tions of its own state criminal 
laws in county jails scattered 
throughout the state is breaking 
down, the state of Missouri con­ 
tinues to ignore the problem 
created by its consistent legis­ 
lative neglect.” 
Oliver said nine county jails 
in the state have been aban­ 
doned as unfit for human habi­ 
tation and 45 others are 75 to 
100 years old. 
"It is apparent that the loca­ 
tion of a medium-security cor­ 
rectional 
institution 
in Clay 
County would have reflected a 
long-deferred recognition by the 
state of Missouri that some­ 
thing had to be done in regard 
to its long-neglected duty to 
provide appropriate correction­ 
al institutions for those con­ 
victed of violations of state 
law," the judge said.

Both m^n have been 
sentenced to serve 2'a-to 8-year prison 
sentences, imposed on Feb. 21, 1975, for 
their roles in America's biggest political 
scandal, the Watergate cover-up. 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica had 
indicated last week that he would give the 
two former Nixon administration officials 
until June 22 to get their affairs in order 
Haldeman had asked through his lawyer to 
remain free to attend his daughter's 
graduation ceremony from law school and 
Mitchell asked to help his lawyers prepare a 
last-ditch, 
slim-chance 
appeal 
to 
the 
Supreme Court. 
They have a choice of turning themselves 
in to a U.S. marshal at 10 a m or to 
voluntarily appear at the prison gates by- 
noon 
Sirica only placed the men into the 


custody of the attorney general and it is up 
to the Justice Department to designate the 
prison. Haldeman’s lawyer, John J. Wilson, 
said he had arranged for his client to go to 
the minimum security facility at Lompoc, 
Calif. Plato Cacheris, Mitchell's lawyer, 
said arrangements were not complete but 
that the former attorney general probably 
will be sent to Allenwood, Pa 
Even after they are in prison, their 
lawyers still hav6 120 days from the time 
that the Supreme Court denied review of the 
case to file for a reduction of sentence 
Wilson said that certainly will be done 
The courtroom scene was strictly a for­ 
mality.

WILL MELTING POT 
BOIL OVER? 
Back around the turn of the century, during the high 
tide of immigration, Teddy Roosevelt saw a danger of the 
United States turning into a “polyglot boarding house.” 
It didn’t happen, chiefly because in those survival- of- 
the- fittest days, it was sink or swim for immigrants. 
Either they learned English or they had little chance of 
entering the mainstream of American society. 
Today , however, the ruling philosophy seem s to be 
that every private problem must have a public remedy. 
Recent government legislation and court rulings — 
combined with the phenomenon of a continued high 
immigration rate, especially of the illegal kind — are 
making it increasingly likely that the United States will 
become a bilingual, if not a multilingual, society, say 
some observers. 
In 1974, for example, the U.S. Supreme court ruled that 
San Francisco schools must provide special language 
classes for non- English- -speaking students. This ruling, 
says Jam es Farrell in a book called “Give Us Your Poor 
(The 
Immigration 
Bom b),” 
opened 
the door for 
multilingual educational programs throughout the nation 
— “programs which will ultimately cost the taxpayers 
hundreds of millions of dollars annually” at a time when 
many schools are being forced to cut back or eliminate 
programs in art, music, drama and sports due to a lack 
of funds. 
In 1975, Congress passed a bill requiring that voter 
infomration, registration forms and ballots be rpinted 
both in English and in thelanguage of every group con­ 
sistin g more than five per cent of the peoplation of a 
particular area. 
As a result, San Francisco must now print bollats in 
English, Spanish and Chinese. A fourth language, 
Tagalog (Filipino ) may have to be added after the next 
census. 
In 1976, in what Farrell sees as another step in the “de- 
Amepcanizing’’ of the United States, the U.S. Justice 
Department ruled that 513 political jurisdictions in some 
30 states must hold elections in more than one language 
to comply with 1975 amendments to the Voting Rights 
Act. 
It is the increasing impact of illegal immigration, 
however, that gives the greatest cause for concern. 
“The problem is serious,” warns Leonard D. Chap­ 
man, former commissioner of the Immigration and 
Naturalizastion Service . “But we are seeing only the 
beginning of a floodf, a human tide that is going to engulf 
our contry unless something is done to stop, or at least 
slow it.” 
Writing in "The Futurist,” John D. Huss and Melanie 
J. Wirken contend that official projections of the U.S. 
population, based on the current birthrate of U.S. women 
and the total number of legal immigrants, are probably 
“much too low.” 
More realistic projections, they say, would take into 
account the 8000,000 illegal immigrants, mostly Spanish­ 
speaking, believed to enter the country each year. 
Assuming nothing is done to curb illegal immigration, 
the U.S. might have mearly 100 million more people int 
he year 2025 than would be expcted on the basis of the 
current natural increase (2.1 million births per year) 
plus legal immigration (400,000 per y e a r ). 
In the sam e issue of the magazine, Richard Downes 
paints two “scenarios” of the possible consequences of 
illegal 
immigration, 
one 
optimistic, 
the 
other 
pessimistic. In the first, the United States gradually and 
peacefully accomplishes the transition to a Spanish­ 
speaking society. In the second, mounting social strife 
eventually leads to a break- up of the U.S. A. 
Forecasting the future on the basis of presently per­ 
ceived trends is always a highly chancy business, of 
course, especially when human beings are involved. But 
enough evidence is accumulating to lend more than a 
little urgency to warnings that unless great wisdom and 
foresight are brought to bear on the problems of illegal 
immigrationa nd linguistic “ rights,” the so- called 
melting pot cou7ld one day come to a real boil.

GAS AGINAGAIN 
Remember the bitter winter of ’77 — the natural gas 
shortage — the shutdowns of schools and factories — the 
scramble to convert to other fuels? 
To paraphrase the popular song, what a difference a 
couple of months make 
Shareholders who attendded the recent annual meeting 
of Consolidated Natural Gas Co., a major midwestem 
supplier, were told that the gas situation had impoved so 
much that all curtailments to industrial users would be 
lifted by June 1. 
Not only that, but it is possible that the company’s ban 
on new residential and commerical customers — a ban in 
effect since 1970 — could also be lifted by the end of the 
year. In other words, the company expcets to have so 
much gas that it will be looking f people to see it to. 
Nationally, 77 per cent of gas utilities responding to a 
survey by the American Gas Association say they have 
enough gas to take on new com m ercial food service 
customers. 
Factors contributing to Consolidated’« optimistic 
outlook include the i mporting of liquefied natural gas 
from Algeria beginning in 1978, increased deliveries 
from fields in the Gulf of Mexico, the tapping of large 
quantities of gas in the Appalachian region and 
promising research in shale gas production, coal 
gasification and recoery of methane from coal seams 
Optimism is to be tempered, however, by the com­ 
pany’s proviso that aa great deal depends upon continued 
conservation by gas users and successful results from 
the research into new gas sources. 
They aren 1 1 pushing gas- fired outdoor barbecues and 
pretty gas lamps again — not yet, anyway.

He says race 
still plays a significant role in 
many Southern investigations 
The county’s jury list has 
been redrawn to include about 
50 per cent blacks, but Farmer 
has filed a motion to have it 
redrawn again. 
“This county has 69 7 per 
cent blacks, and there ain't a 
thing in the world wrong with 
having 69 7 per cent blacks on 
that jury,” he says.

Housing, CD, clean 
air bills await Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - R evi­

The Senate, returning from a

opm ent authorization 
bill 
today. 
The m easure would extend to 
Sept 30, 1980, the governm ent’s 
program 
of block grants to 
states and localities for com ­ 
m unity 
developm ent, 
with

first-year authorization of $4 
billion 
in 
spending. 
It 
alsof 
would revise the form ula for 
distribution of the money to 
give higher priority to cities 
with a high percentage of older 
housing 


The bill also provides for a 
one-year extension of basic fed­ 
eral 
housing 
program s, 
in­ 
cluding a $1 24 billion au th o r­ 
ization for housing assistance to 
lower incom e fam ilies through 
rent supplem ents and through 
public housing The additional 
spending would fund an esti­ 


m ated 400,000 new federally as­ 
sisted housing units. 
In recognition of inflation in 
the cost of hom es, m ortgage 
lim its for F ed eral Housing Ad­ 
m inistration 
loan 
insurance 
would increase from $45,000 to 
$60,000, and down paym ent re­ 
quirem ents for hom es costing 
m ore than $25,000 would be re ­ 
duced from 10 p er cent to 5 per 
cent.

The exhaust deadline already 
has been d eferred three tim es 
Included in the 1970 clean air 
act for achieving a 90 per cent

Last m onth, the House 
adopted an am endm ent, backed 
by the auto industry, providing

The clean air bill also covers 
other air pollution sources, gen­ 
erally giving industrial areas 
m ore tim e to m eet standards, 
while offering added protection 
for a re a s th at now have clean 
air.

Judge criticizes delay 


of prison construction 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - A 
federal court judge criticized 
the M issouri L egislature F riday 
for its failure to take positive 
action and authorize construc­ 
tion of a m edium -security p ris­ 
on in the K ansas City area. 
Judge John W Oliver s criti­ 
cism was contained in a 74- 
page opinion in which he said 
the P latte County Jail m ust be 
closed unless certain require­ 
m ents are m et He issued that 
ruling on a suit filed in July 
1974 by F rederick C. Ahrens, 
who was a pretrial detainee in 
the county jail for m ore than a 
year. 
In reference to delays in the 
state prison situation, Judge 
Oliver w rote: 
“ In spite of the obvious fact 
that M issouri's antiquated sys­ 
tem of incarcerating persons 
charged and convicted of viola­ 
tions of its own state crim inal 
laws in county jails scattered 
throughout the state is breaking 
down, the state of Missouri con­ 
tinues to ignore the problem 
created by its consistent legis­ 
lative neglect .” 
Oliver said nine county jails 
in the sta te have been ab an ­ 
doned as unfit for hum an habi­ 
tation and 45 others are 75 to 
100 years old 
“ It is apparent that the loca­ 
tion of a m edium -security cor­ 
rectional 
institution 
in Clay 
County would have reflected a 
long-deferred recognition by the 
state of Missouri that som e­ 
thing had to be done in regard 
to its long-neglected duty to 
provide appropriate correction­ 
al institutions for those con­ 
victed of violations of state 
law ,” the judge said. 
The legislature had au th o r­ 
ized construction of a m edium - 
security prison in the K ansas 
City 
area 
but 
the 
Senate 
recently withdrew the appro­ 
priation to consider construc­ 


tion of another m axim um -se- 
curity prison in mid-M issouri. 
The House still supports the 
plan to build two m edium -se­ 
curity prisons—one in the K an­ 
sas City a rea and one near St. 
Louis—and the issue is before a 
joint 
legislative 
conference 
com m ittee. 
Oliver praised P latte County 
officials and residents in his 
ruling F riday for the approval 
last fall of a $2-million bond is­ 
sue for a new courthouse and 
jail. He said he issued his rul­ 
ing to cover the handling of 
prisoners until a new jail facil­ 
ity is constructed. 
Oliver said several conditions 
m ust be m et if the old jail is to 
No. 1 


rem ain open until the new facil­ 
ity is built: It can be used only 
as a p retrial facility, with no 
one confined for m ore than sev ­ 
en days; prisoners m ust be giv­ 
en physical exam inations to de­ 
term ine the possibility of in­ 
fectious or contagious diseases 
before 
confinem ent; 
the jail 
m ust be thoroughly cleansed 
and sanitized, and the jail m ust 
be inspected by health person­ 
nel with a report to be filed in 
federal court every six m onths. 
The tank area of the P latte 
County Ja il was built about 
1920, but the single-cell a re a of 
the jail w as built m ore than 100 
years ago.
